The 
continuous rains prevented the turf from being raised 
at the close of the summer, then the endeavour to save 
a late harvest engaged all the hands, and now it is all 
but impossible either to make or save the turf. It is 
satisfactory that the Commissioners do not express a 
apprehension of a dearth ef cereals, but the loss of 
fuel alone will cause severe suffering to the poor. 
The Commissioners warn the Poor Law Guardians 
of the necessity for making preparation in due time 
for an increased number of applications for relief. 
This will involve an increase in the number of offi- 


ber of officers was 
staff is not sufficient to meet a sudden pressure. The 
estimates, too, have been framed generally in accord- 
ance with those of the preceding year, and are con- 
sequently very low now. The Commissioners con- 
sequently recommend “ that a liberal margin should 
“be allowed for the possible contingencies of the 
“ season, to avoid, if possible, supplemental rates, or 
“taking contracts at disadvantage from the want 
“of funds.” 

Attention is called also to sanitary measures, 
which are as necessary for all domiciles as for 
poorhouses. The drains and sewers should be 
cleansed and pat in order, every part of the work- 
house should be lime washed. and ventilation should 
be secured, as far as practicable. Ample stores of bed - 
ding should be prepared, and plenty of clothing, lest 
the poor should contract or create infection by re- 
taining their old garments in the workhouse. 

The Commissioners also warn the Guardians to 
take care that the food and milk used in the work- 
house should be of the best quality. How necessary 
a careful watch in this respect is, may be seen from 
what occurred in the South Dublin Union on Thure- 
day. The wheaten bread was found to be quite 
uneatable, and the baker excused himself by saying 
that “he bad no means to test the quality of the 
“ flour until a batch or two were made ! '' 
Probably, one of the most humane suggestions 
made by the Commissioners is that which recom- 
mends the extension of “ out-door” relief in certain 
cases.
